Beef and Mnttoii. 

A better country for growing bocf 
and mutton tliiui tliiit part of Britiuli 
Columbia lying boyoiid the Cnscade 
range cannot be found in tlio wide, 
\Yi(le world. It iHqucstional)lo wliotbor 
tliero is ita 0(niiil. But, wluit of tluxL V 
The ])riucipal conininnity is still catin;;- 
foroigii boot' and nmt.ton. During tliu 
([tiartor ending witli September we ini- 
])()rt.e(l seven hundred and sevonty-ono 
boof cat.tlc, at a cost of twcnty-tliroe 
tluuisand dollars in round numbers, 
and twelve hundred and sevonty-threo 
shoeii, at a cost of throe thousiuid live 
luuulrcd and sixty-live dollars. Here, 
then, wo are sending out of the countiy 
to pay for foreign beef and nuitton at 
the rate of one hundred and live thous- 
and six hundred and thirteen dollars 
a year, and in dutios to Ottawa at the 
rate of nearly sixteen thousand more. 
Upwards of one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars a year paid nway for 
foreign beef and mutton, that ought to 
be retained in the country to enrich 
our own people! "V/hy is this tlnis ?" 
Not, eertaiidy, bocaaso British C'oluiu- 
bia does not ])i)SHessthcnatin'al faeilitie ; 
for growing lier own beef and mutton. 
Nor is it because she has not grov/n an 
ample sui)ply. But it is solely because 
the place of pi'oduetion and the chief 
place of consumption are left ])raeti- 
cally destitute of the means of into ■- 
oomnmnication. Stockfarming beyond 
theCascadcs is now sufficiently advanc- 
ed to supply the markets of the entire 
country', and to spare. The most 
consumed comes from the American 
territory, just because it cannot be 
brought from our own niagniticent 
grass I'anges for the same ]>riee; and 
thus the wealth of the country contin- 
ues to flow in an uninterrupted stream 
into the pockets of foreign producers. 
Somehow peo]>l(> will buy in the cheap- 
est market. As a rule they are patriotic. 
But they do not ajipear to realize that 
patriotism sliould lead them to jiay a 
cent or two a pound more for their 
beef simply because the cattle havo 
browsed under the "Old Flag." But 
is tliis isolation a necessity ? (';in no 
means be ilevised by which this ])ojmi- 
lation may draw its sup[)lies from dn- 
mestic ])astui('s ? I'ndoubtedly there 
can. All that is needed is a road or even 
a trail by which cattle may bo driven 
from the gi'nss i'anges of the interior to 
the waters of the (Julf of CJeoi-gia. 
Onceat asea]iort on the IMainland, they 
•would be ijuite as easily transported 
to Yicttnna as Anu'rican cattle are now 
from Puget Sound; and there would 
be the difference of the duty in faM>r 
of the fonner. It is not the object of 
tlie jiresent article to point out tlie 
jKU'ticuIar route l>v wliich Ktoi'k cmihl, 
witii the f^roatest advantage, be In-ought 
to the seaboard. Sutlice it to saj', on this 
point, that there is a choice of routes by 
any one (if which tlic necessary fiicilities 
can lie pi-dviili'il I'nr, proliably, oiic-foiirth 
of tlic iiiniinnt imnuully sent out of tli(> 
country to buy li. cf uiul mutton. If this 
lie HI), and wr fi-:u'lcssl y challrn^'i* i'nul]-:i- 
dictiou, surely the duty of tlie (bjvcru- 
ment cannot be doubtful. Even the least 
thoughtfnl must nndorstand the enormous 
Ix'nefits which wuulil r(V';uh from turning; 
that stream nf wealth, now llow in,!; into a 
forei^jti country, into domestic (.'hiiniiel.'i. 
If that can be iiccomjilished for a fourth, 
or even half uf the vearly ellu.x, who ^vill 
say that the money would not l)0 well iu- 
vestod ? Who will say that it is not only 
the true policy but the bounden duty of 
the f iovcrnment to take the init infory steps 
for the accomplislimeiit nf so ini]K)rtaMt 
an olijoct with idl ]iiissible haste? Wo 
have said that the stoek-rai.sers of the in- 
terior are now sulliciently forehanded to 
undertake the .supjily of tins and all the 
other market.s of tlio country. More than 
that, they complain of an undue attcuniu- 
Itttion of stdck for tin; want of n demand. 
Surely, under thivse clrcuim-tanccK, it is 
worse tlian thrifllt\'^s tu jiennit this an- 
nual drain upon the we.ilth of tlie coun- 
try to continue when <uu- own stock f;u-m- 
ers are actually suffering for lack of a 
market. Wo owe it to them, as well as 
to ourselves, to establisli without delay 
sacli communication a.'i will connect tlie 
cajiital with tlie interior anil keep the 
country's weidtli for the country's (h.'vel- 
opuient.

Bo.ston has 
very inirrow streets, a fact which will ne- 
oonut for tho rajiid spread of tlio llamo.s, 
and most of liernewestbuildingH havo Man- 
sard roofa, which in the caso of tho Chica- 
go fire were proved to be excellent 11 re- 
conductoi'B. Some of the buildings des- 
troyed were historic, having been built 
before the revolution in 1776.
